I met every finance 
minister ; 1 met many of the prime min 
later*; I met the leading fluauul«*r* 
nnd hankera, the great employer* of la- 
l*or. and !al*ir leader* ; and what I have 
to tell you In not ju*t mi opinion of my 
own snatched out of the blue aky.
